Accused Andover kids set to be 


Chicken owners say boys never apolo

Three teenage boys from Andover 
who videotaped themselves allegedly 
bludgeoning chickens, spray-painting a 
swastika and cutting open baby frogs 
for the purpose of putting firecrackers 
inside their bodies struck a deal with 
the district attorney Tuesday to admit 
to sufficient facts in the case. 
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The boys will be sentenced in 
Lawrence District Court on Oct. 4, The 
judge will view the approximately 150- 
minute videotape the boys made prior 
to sentencing them. 

All three boys admitted to sufficient 
facts to charges of cruelty to animals, 
trespassing, malicious destruction of 
property over $250, possession of a BB

Andover doctor answers call 


Two weeks in Katrina’s wake

As a surgeon, J. Lawrence Munson is 
used to tackling unpleasant subjects. 

But he’s not used to seeing patients who 
are covered in raw sewage ... outside ... at 
night ... in 100-degree heat ... while he’s 
Wearing a miner’s light to see what he’s 
doing. 

Certainly, his 25 years in medicine could 
not have prepared him for the destruction and 
the conditions he saw as an emergency med- 
ical responder to the Mississippi coastline in 
the two weeks after Hurricane Katrina. 

“There are whole neighborhoods and 
whole towns that don’t exist,” he said, “I per- 
sonally have never seen such almost apoca- 
lyptic destruction. It was like one of those 
movies — you know, where asteroids strike 
the earth.” 

In real life, Munson, an Avery Lane resi- 
dent, is a surgeon at the Lahey Clinic. In this 
surreal place, he was an ER doc who needed 
to reach back into his memory for informa- 


tion he hadn't needed since medical school 
25 years before. 

His 34-member team — known as the 
Boston area Disaster Medical Assistance 
Team — and its four doctors saw 500 to 600 
patients at three separate hospitals. They 
bounced back and forth from Biloxi to Hat- 
tiesberg, Poplarville and Long Beach, Mis- 
sissippi. If a local area said it needed help 
and FEMA told them to go, the group of doc- 
tors, nurses, firefighters and paramedics 
went. 

DMAT’s job was to set up emergency 
rooms under tents. It did so outside hospitals, 
allowing the regular staff to evacuate 
patients, and workers to concentrate on 
restoring power and running water to the 
sites. People who had survived the storm 
often came walking up - ill, expectant moth- 
ers; residents with chronic illnesses whose 
medicine had gone bad without refrigeration; 
people whose skin had been infected with

Patrolling the streets of New 
Orleans, Andover police officer Jeff 
Arelque rounded up small groups of 
survivors. 

As Katrina’s floodwaters began to 
recede from the bowl-shaped city last 
week, figures began to emerge. They 
were dirty and dehydrated, little more 
than skin clinging to bones. 

They were the ravaged city’s other 
victims — the pets that evacuees were 
forced to leave behind. 

“There are so many of them,” said 
Arleque. “Some come in really emaci- 
ated, and howling because they are 
hungry.”

Senior center’s 
second chance 


Affordable housing trust bylaw also

Residents will have a second 
Opportunity to approve building 
a proposed new senior center at 
a Special Town Meeting on 
Sept. 27 

Of the six warrant articles 
for the meeting at the Andover 
High School field house begin- 
ning at 7 p.m., four relate to the 
$7.65 million senior center 
They are the same ones that 
appeared at last spring’s Town 
Meeting, where the effort was 
defeated. There are also two 
additional warrant articles. One 
seeks an $800,000 appropria- 
tion from the Wood family trust 
to partially offset senior-center 
building costs. Another would 
create the rules for an afford- 
able housing trust fund 


Senior Center vote No. 2 

The senior center proposal 
has a second chance because 
resident Dorothy Bresnahan, a 
Council on Aging member, col- 
lected more than 200 resident 
signatures to petition for a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting to vote 
again on the project. The pro- 
posal originally failed to pass 
last spring's Town Meeting by 
just 16 votes. If the senior-cen- 
ter proposal is approved by

Affordable housing 
trust bylaw 


Andover joined the North 
Shore HOME Consortium in 
early 2005 and is now eligible to 
receive federal affordable hous- 
ing funds that the Peabody- 
based organization distributes. 

Joining the consortium 
means that, for the first time, 
town coffers will have money 
specifically earmarked for 
affordable housing. To keep 
monies separate from the town’s 
general operating account, vot- 
ers approved an affordable hous- 
ing trust at last spring’s Town 
Meeting. Voters will soon 
decide on the second step of the 
process at Special Town Meet- 
ing: an affordable housing trust 
bylaw detailing the trust’s 
authority. The bylaw details the 
number of trustees (five to 
seven), length of term (two 
years in most cases), meeting 
dates (quarterly) and general 
powers of the trustees. 

The town has already 
received its first grant of 
$50,000 from the group, to be 
awarded in five $10,000 bundles 
to first-time home buyers at 
Brookside Estates. Andover is 
due to receive another allotment 
from the group in October. The 
consortium receives about $2.3 
million from the federal govern-

Continued from page | 
underwater city along with 
members of the 181st infantry, 
Bravo Company, on Tuesday, 
Sept. 6. 

“I’ve never seen anything like 
this in my life,” Arleque said. 
“There were boats in the streets 
and a number of burnt out cars in 
the downtown.” 

Arleque’s company is cur- 
rently stationed in the suburban 
Parish section of New Orleans. 
About 80 percent of the city was 
engulfed in 20 feet of water after 
Katrina blasted through the 
region on Aug. 29 

On boats, Arleque and other 
guardsmen went house-to-house, 
searching for survivors. As the 
water slipped out of the city, the 
area was patrolled on foot and by 
vehicle. No human survivors 
were found by the National 
Guard 

But other life stirred 

Scrounging for food and 
water — both of which were 
scarce — Arleque said they'd turn 
up in packs, as if they were look- 
ing out for one another 

When Arleque first spotted a 
six-week-old Akita pup, he 
thought the small, trembling ani- 
mal was gray. 

“He was covered in soil and 
mud. [ had to wash him up and 
decontaminate him,” Arleque 
said. 

The puppy was tagging along 
with an adult Rottweiler. The 
Rottweiler’s body appeared to be 
burned and the men couldn't tell 
if was caused by chemicals or 
fire. 

Bravo company members 
took these dogs under their 
wing. Since then, more have 
turned up each day: Pitbulls, 
poodles, a beagle, cocker 
spaniels, a baby collie and many 
mutts have all been found sitting 
forlornly on the tops of cars or

Arleque 
said word seems to be getting 
out amongst the four-legged 
creatures because lately the dogs 
have been sniffing out the men. 

“| actually woke up one night 
and there was a strange dog just 
sleeping next to my bed,” he 
said, 

Camped out in the Saint Pius 
X School, the men have convert- 
ed a recess yard into a safe- 
haven for Katrina’s displaced 
animals. There are even a few 
cats and birds on the premises. 

Days of forging for water and 
meals that were most likely 
tainted with E. coli bacteria left 
many of the animals sick. 

“We had a vet come in to vac- 
cinate them,” Arleque said. 
“We've been feeding them solid 
food and giving them fresh 
water. We're starting to see some 
more meat on their bones.” 

One canine was reunited with 
its master last week. The owner, 
who had gone to Texas to weath- 
er the storm, is blind and the 
pooch serves as his eyes. 

“We're working with animal 
rescue leagues and trying to get 
these pets placed with people 
again,” Arelque said. “A lot of 
the guys got attached to some of 
the dogs and might end up 
adopting them.” 

Arleque is one of them. The 
Akita pup that he calls Pius, after 
the place in which they became 
acquainted, is in Andover this 
week, waiting for his new master 
to return home. 

“Jeff and the guys are on a 
humanitarian mission, but it’s 
not just serving humans,” said 
Lillian Arleque, his mother. 
“They're respectful of all life. In 
a sense, the dogs have been 
almost like angels too. I’m sure 
all of these guys are missing 
their families and their home. 
The dogs are giving to them and 
they're giving to the dogs.”

Before Hurricane Katrina 
even hit land, Andover doctor 
J. Lawrence Munson was 
heading toward Mississippi.

Management Agency had 
sent his Boston area Disaster 
Medical Assistance Team, 
MA-! DMAT, to Alabama to 
Wait out the storm and be in 
Position to respond to Missis- 
sippi’s medical needs. So 
Munson does not buy into the 
conventional wisdom that 
FEMA was caught flatfooted 
by the Katrina.

In fact, he seemed encour- 
aged by what he saw about 
humanity. “I saw black and 
white people all affected, and all 
working together,” he said. 

By and large, people were 
grateful for each other's help. 

“If you just gave them a drink 
of water, they'd be so thankful.” 
he said. 

“They just thought it was 
amazing that people from New 
England would come down to 
help. They were salt-of-the- 
earth people,” said Munson. 


“They were survivors. You 
could tell they were going 
rebuild.” 

After the Sept. 11 attacks 
Munson had joined the Interna. 
tional Medical Surgical 
Response Team and its related 
organization DMAT because he 
wanted to do something to help 
As a DMAT member he is com- 
mitted to traveling and serving 
for two weeks when called 
upon. He seems ready to 
respond again if needed, come 
100-degree weather or high 
water. 

“Everyone on the team, I’m

Bullying has to...

VERY SEVEN MINUTES a child in an Amer- 
| whe school is bullied. 

Studies from the US Justice Bureau show 
1 out of 4 school kids are bullied at some 
point, | out of 5 admit to being a bully and 8 
percent of students miss one day of class a 
month for fear of bullies. 

Statistics like these have influenced 19 
states to adopt laws addressing issues of 
harassment, intimidation and bullying in 
schools. Massachusetts could soon join them. 

This year state legislators will vote to pass 
a “Safe Schools” bill, which would require 
schools statewide to develop action plans 
against aggressive behavior. 

In Andover, such an initiative is already 
under way. 

Bancroft Elementary School has spent the 
last year creating a unique approach to stop- 
ping bullies. From kindergarten to fifth grade, 
the school has incorporated curriculum and 
lesson plans for teachers targeting the largest 
group that can change things — bystanders. 

“Most students know they should do 
something, but they don’t know what to do,” 
said Scott Morrison, Bancroft principal. “If 
we can educate as many bystanders as possi- 
ble, we think we can help curb the problem.” 

A Bancroft student survey on bully behav- 
ior raised a warning flag for Morrison. Many 
students in the anonymous survey had admit- 
ted seeing another person being bullied at 
least once. They also were not sure how to 
help. After visiting other schools with anti- 
harassment programs and getting feedback 
from Bancroft teachers, parents and students, 
the school has structured a bullying preven- 
tion plan to pilot a shift in school culture. 

Stop Teasing Other People, also known as 
STOP, makes learning social skills part of the 
everyday curriculum, just like learning lan- 
guage, math and science. 

In October, Bancroft’s theme of “courage” 
kicks off the STOP program. Each month a 
new theme will be the centerpiece for discus- 
sions. 

The first week of the month, Morrison will 
lead a schoolwide assembly to talk about 
what the monthly theme means. 

“With courage, we'll discuss what types of 


things students can do when 
they see something they 
don’t agree with,” 
Morrison said. 

During the 
second week, 
teachers in 
grades K- 
2, ~-will 
lead open- 
circle dis- 
cussions 
that touch 
on the 
topic of 
courage. 
Grades 3- 

5 will 
engage in 
learning activi- 
ties with Andover 
High School students 
in a variety of ways, 
Morrison said. Teens will 
perform live action skits that 

point out the roles among bullies, victims and 
bystanders, help conduct question-and- 
answer forums and get their younger peers 
involved in community service projects. Dur- 
ing the third week, students will write about 
the theme. During the last week of the month, 
students will participate in a Friday Family 
Time, where teachers will teach classes of 
mixed-grade classes. Morrison said Friday 
Family Time places the focus on building 
connections between kids of different ages. 

“The more connections that students can 
make with each other, the less opportunity 
there is for bullying to occur,” Morrison said. 
“It becomes more difficult to dehumanize 
someone when you take the time to get to 
know them.” 

By introducing anti-bullying programs, 
educators are seeking to extinguish aggres- 
sive behavior that not only has the potential to 
gain momentum during the middle and high 
school years, but carry on through adulthood. 

“Harassment doesn’t always end with ado- 
lescence. I think most adults would agree that 
bullying is very much alive in the adult 
world,” said Alan Michel, chairman of the 


Andover Rotary Club’s public 
relations committee. The 
Rotary Club is a sponsor of 
the Bancroft STOP ini- 
tiative and is donating 
time, tools and 
resources to fur- 
ther the pro- 
gram’s success. 
In the work- 
place, at a 
sporting event 
or just driving 
in traffic, adults 
often leverage 
power through 
intimidation or 
brute force, 
Michel said. 
“Bullying can 
emerge at a young age 
as a way to resolve one’s 
own emotional inadequa- 
cies,” adds Michel. “But then it 
can remain as a person’s way of 
dealing with emotions and problems as they 
grow. We’re hoping this project will help stu- 
dents at each age level to build the communi- 
ty within the schools, and learn how to deal 
with feelings and emotions in healthy, con- 
structive ways.” 

Proposed bills before both the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives and the state 
senate would not force every school to have 
an identical policy, but all schools need to lay 
out a protocol for what type of behavior is 
forbidden, consequences for bullying behav- 
iors and instruction on how to prevent bully- 
ing. 

“Bullying has been around forever and 
unfortunately we've seen it taken to the 
extreme in cases like Columbine,” said state 
Rep. Barbara L Italien. “It’s probably an issue 
every school principal will tell you they 
struggle with. I think it’s important to join the 
other states and send a clear message that bul- 
lying won't be tolerated. But if you want it to 
be successful, schools need to be allowed the 
flexibility of tailoring such a program to their 
communities’ needs. And parents need to be 
included to help reinforce it.”

Difficult task 
for center 


HE SENIOR CENTER TASK FORCE, a diverse and tal- 
f jawe group that spent more than three years 
studying the center issue, created a solid plan for a 
large, new senior center building. In terms of meeting 
the space needs of current and future seniors, this plan 
was the best to date for a new senior center in town. It 
more than doubled the size of the current center. In 
short, the task force did its job, the job asked of it by 
selectmen. 

The plan, however, did not have the support of the 
Finance Committee at Annual Town Meeting. The 
committee questioned how Andover would afford to 
maintain and operate the building without negatively 
impacting other programs. Perhaps more importantly, 
the plan did not have enough support from seniors 
themselves. People questioned its size, given the 
attendance at the current center. Fewer than 500 peo- 
ple — less than 10 percent of the over 60 population — 
took the time to attend Town Meeting and vote in 
favor of the project. 


At Special Town Meeting on Tuesday, senior-cen- 


ter supporters will take a second bite of the apple. 
Like any political group, seniors don’t just need a 
good plan, they need votes. Before Annual Town 
Meeting, this space suggested that if senior-center 
supporters wanted their proposal to win at both Town 
Meeting and a mandatory special election, they need- 


ed an overwhelming turnout at Town Meeting. That | 


need will be present still next Tuesday, when senior | 


center supporters try again. Too many residents 
remain unconvinced that most seniors use the current 
facilities and desire a center twice its size. 

An impressive turnout at Special Town Meeting 


into Special Town Meeting to support the the center, 
then their fellow residents will see the obvious desire. 
If not, the town still must try to create better services 
for seniors. Perhaps the short-term answer is 
improved programming outside the center. This will 
interest more people in senior activities, and therefore 
turn on more residents to the idea of additional elder- 
services space. After youth-center supporters suffered 
a tight defeat at Town Meeting in 1995, they turned 
their attention to building youth programs. Now, the 
idea of a youth center is popular enough that more 
than $3 million has been donated to build one. 

Of course, every building project needs coordinat- 
ed support from town officials, especially if the pro- 
ject needs some kind of special funding. Such pro- 
jects typically have the support of all town boards, 
including the influential Finance Committee. They 
also have a strong constituency that can dominate the 
vote at Town Meeting, providing momentum for the 
more difficult special election vote. 

Supporters of future projects seeking debt exclu- 


sion overrides of Proposition 24 should do more to | 
ease Finance Committee concerns. Officials could | 


help the cause of centers by giving “people services” 
a higher priority. Supporters of such projects also 
need to reach outside their groups to build coalitions 
of support. 

Andover residents would benefit from new service- 
related facilities. Working together to ensure projects 
have both solid plans and townwide support for them 
can finally get the job done.

While affordable housing is a | 


worthy goal in itself, maintain- 
ing at least 10-percent affordable 
housing also gives Andover the 
opportunity to guide and/or set 
limits on Chapter 40B (afford- 
able housing) projects. 

Last spring’s Town Meeting 
authorized the town to create an 
affordable housing trust. This 
fall's Special Town Meeting asks 
voters to approve bylaws for the 
trust. The affordable housing 
bylaw article spells out the deci- 
sion-making process for the 
trust; for example, how trustees 
are appointed and the approval 
process for transferring trust 
funds, 

The purpose of the affordable 
housing trust is to create an 
account separate from the town’s 
general funds in which monies 
earmarked for affordable hous- 
ing can be deposited. These 
affordable housing funds come 
from a variety of sources. One 
source Is government and foun- 
dation money, and Andover will 
receive its first allocation of 
affordable housing funds from 
the North Shore HOME consor- 
tium this fall. Another source is 
the rare instance when a current- 
ly designated “affordable” house 
sells at 


market rate; the equity 
gained trom the sale (the differ- 
ence between the market rate 


and the “affordable” rate) will be 
deposited into the trust fund. 

To help ensure that Andover 
continues to benefit from afford- 
able housing, the League 
encourages all voters to support 
this umely article at the Sept. 27 
Special Town Meeting.

| Supporters of a new senior 
| center have recently been criti- 
| cized for not raising funds pri- 
vately. It is only fair to note that 
there was never an expectation 
or a directive from either the 
| selectmen or Town Meeting that 
seniors would raise funds 
before this project was 
| approved. Just a few short years 
| ago, much time and energy 
raised several hundred thousand 
| dollars in gifts and pledges for 
the failed senior center project 
| at Will Hall. The unspent funds 
had to be returned to the donors. 
With good reason, this time 
around the fund-raising efforts 
will offset the costs of furnish- 
ing and equipping the building, 
| once it is decided that there will 
| be a new building. 
Further criticism has been 
| that seniors are failing to “com- 
promise” by being open to other 
| alternatives. The proposal being 
| brought to the Special Town 
Meeting on Sept. 27 represents 
almost four years of effort by 
the Senior Center Task Force, 
plus over $500,000 of town 
expenditures. The senior center 


lost by a very close vote at the 
spring Town Meeting. Rather 
than abandoning the project and 
the time, money and effort 
already expended, I believe it 
makes sense to take one more 
look before proceeding to any 
exploration of other concepts 
and locations. More to the point 
is that the only parcels of town- 
owned land that could support a 
“community center” for both 
groups are at Ledge Road, 
which would be difficult for 
seniors, and Rec. Park off 
Abbot Street which has already 
been rejected several times for 
similar usage. 

In response to those who 
continue to say that this build- 
ing is too big, diligent study and 
research by the Senior Center 
Task Force, using present needs 
and validated state standards, 
determined that this is the right 
size building to serve the senior 
population in our town now and 
in the future. Shall we build for 
yesterday, or address today’s 
needs as well as the tomorrow 
that will see a growing senior 
population? 

Finally, let’s not fail to learn

More than 40 years ago, when a 
new Andover High School was 
first proposed at its current loca- 
tion, the town rejected the origi- 
nal plans as being too costly and 
sent the planners back to the 
drawing boards. The delay 
resulted in a building that cost 
almost $500,000 more-and did 
not include either the swimming 
pool or the auditorium that had 
been in the original plans. (The 
Collins Center was added 15 
years later at a cost of more than 
$3 million.) 

For a cost to the average 
homeowner of $50/year in the 
highest year of bonding, we can 
construct a well-sited beautiful 
building that will be a wonderful 
addition to the town for many 
years. This will be a community 
center, not only serving seniors

Housing lottery 


Four local area residents won the Opportunity to purchase 
affordable housing units at the Brookside Estates affordable 
housing lottery on Wednesday, Sept. 14. 

“It was very dramatic. There were immediate shouts of 
delight when one number was called and sniffles when other 
numbers were called,” said Martha Solish, principal at 
Coastal First Time Home Buyer Program, a company hired 
by Winn Development to coordinate the home-buyer pro- 
gram. 

Eighteen people entered the lottery for the Opportunity to 
purchase a three-bedroom home at the housing complex on 
Brookside Drive. 

Three of the winners have incomes at 60 percent of the 


median income and will have the Opportunity to purchase a 
home for $135,000. The other winner is at 80 percent of 
median income and will be able to purchase a home for 
$159,000. 

The lottery winners have all been preapproved for mort- 
gages. According to Solish, the closing process should take 
one to two months before residents are ready to move in. 

“It’s a huge thing having your own home. It’s such a 
strong need and house prices are so advantageous,” said Sol- 
ish.

vonne Zinicola, the w oman who 
runs the American Red Cross of 
Merrimack Valley smiled broadly 


when she walked into last Thursday night's 
benefit party for Hurricane Katrina victims. 
Seven thousand dollars had been collected 
before the party even started. 

“That's how much 
came in from people 
who couldn’t make the 
event but wanted to 
give. They mailed 
their contributions,” 
said party organizer 
Lisa McDonald. 

“Andover has been 
absolutely great. We 
asked for some fund- 
raising because we 
have the people we 
need for (Red Cross) 
training,” said Zinico- 
la, executive director 
of the Valley’s Red 
Cross, located in 
Haverhill. “It’s just a 
great response from Andover.” 

Zinicola said 150 volunteers. including 
some from Andover, were being trained by 
the Red Cross at Merrimack College while 
the party got underway. Earlier in the day 
she had learned students at Andover High 
were forming a Red Cross after-school club, 
which will focus on raising funds for Katrina 
victims. 

Another $13,000 was donated from the 
150 people who stopped by the three-hour 
party at Indian Ridge Country Club.

Plus, word of a $10,000 
donation from an Andover business was also 
making the rounds. That donation was from

Ready for Chicago Marathon

New Year's resolutions often are forgot- 
ten after Jan. 2, but for former Andoverite 
Jenn Munroe, hers is still in full swing nine 
months later. As her annual resolution, 
Munroe decided to “get fit.” 

“I signed up for this amazing new pro- 
gram in early January called Ultimate Boot- 
camp, which focuses on boosting cardiovas- 
cular endurance, muscular Strength, agility 
and flexibility in one vigorous month,” she 
wrote in an e-mail.

As a former varsity athlete at Andover 
High and varsity soccer star at C olgate Uni- 
versity, “there are very few challenges to 
running,” Munroe claimed. “I am accus- 
tomed to rigorous daily workouts. Addition- 
ally, I now live in the Back Bay and am 
extremely close to the Charles River. so 
there’s never a shortage of places to run.” 

She said she “find(s) running to be a great 
stress reliever. I now find myself looking 
forward to my workouts.” 

These workouts, however, are grueling. 
The marathon training program consists of 
three weekday runs, one extensive weekend 
workout, and one cross-training day. 
Munroe still is a participant in Ultimate

As Munroe began to increase her mileage 
in early August, her time commitment 
increased. 

“Not only do you have to motivate your- 
self and set aside the two hours to run. but 
you also need to be cautious of Sleeping and 
eating habits,” she reported. “Training for a 
marathon is extremely time consuming!” 

Despite the time commitment. Munroe 
finds herself “thrilled to be running my first 
marathon and even more excited to be run- 
ning for a great cause such as Children’s 
Hospital.”

The 13th Amendment 
abolished slavery. The 15th 
guaranteed the right to vote 
for former slaves. 

The 16th Amendment 
created the federal income 
tax. The 17th said Senators 
would be elected by a vote of 
the people. (Before that, 
states determined how their 
senators would be selected.) 
Both were ratified in 1913. 

The 18th Amendment 
banned alcoholic beverages 
It was ratified in January 
1919, followed by the violent 
era called Prohibition. It was 
repealed by the 21st Amend- 
ment in 1933. 

It took just 14 months to 
ratify the 19th Amendment, 
which guaranteed women the 
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right to vote, on Aug. 18, 
1920. 

After Franklin Roosevelt 
served four terms, the 22nd 
Amendment limited a presi- 
dent to two terms. 

The 24th Amendment, 
ratified in 1964, abolished 
poll taxes. The taxes had been 
used by some states to deny 
blacks the right to vote. 

The 25th Amendment 
was passed by Congress two 
years after the assassination 
of President Kennedy. It 
clarified the line of succes- 
sion for President and the 
procedure for replacing a vice 
president. 

The 26th Amendment 
granted the right to vote at 
age 18. It set a record for 
speed of ratification, just 
over three months. The nation 
was at war when it was 
adopted in 1971. Young people 
old enough to go to war got 
the right to vote. 

The 27th Amendment, on 
the other hand, set the 
record for slow ratification. 
It set a new procedure for 
Congressional pay raises. It 
was approved by Congress in 
1789, just two years after 
the original Constitution. But 
ratification by the states was 
not completed until May 7, 
1992.

Calling attention to how we rec- 
ognize people and what makes 
up a face, Close’s prints show 
how scale, marks on paper, and 
color affect perception. In his 
prints, the topology of the human 
face becomes a series of abstract 
grids that, when assembled in the 
eye of the viewer, create a whole 
image. 

Through his printmaking, 
Close investigates how percep- 
tion is affected by time and dis- 
tance. Enormous by printing 
standards, many of his prints 
exaggerate features so much that 
the viewer can get lost in the 
details, sometimes forgetting that 
the individual marks actually cre- 
ate a face. At a quick glance 
some prints look like pho- 
tographs, but closer examination 
changes what the viewer sees, 
with some dissolving into softly 
modulated lights and darks and 
others into jarringly bright colors 
and biomorphic forms. 

Evolving slowly and deliber- 
ately over a long period of time, 
Close’s prints often take more 
than two years to complete, from 
conception to final edition. The 


relationship between Close and 
the master printers with whom he 
collaborates is key to the success 
of the prints as Close insists on 
an interactive approach to theif 
creation. Because process is aS 
important to Close as the finished 
product, the exhibition includes 
progressive and state proofs 
along with the editioned work. 
“Taken together, the prints con- 
stitute a unique self-portrait of 
the creative drive, vision, and 
intellect of one of America’s 
most important living artists,” 
explained Addison curator Alli- 
son Kemmerer.

CABLE TV CONTRACTS 
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Will Andover click over to Verizon? 


By Greta Cuyler 

Residents may soon have a choice between 
Comcast and Verizon cable television services, 
pending licensing hearings to allow Verizon to 
Operate in Andover. In addition, Comcast's 10- 
year contract for Channel 22 municipal cable 
Services is up in June 2007, opening the door 
for further competition when the town puts the 
contract out to bid. 

“It’s great to have competition,” said Select- 
man Brian Major. “It always seems to drive 
prices down.” 

On July 7, Verizon New England Inc. 
requested that Andover begin local franchise 
cable licensing proceedings, a several-month 
process that will involve a public hearing to 
solicit residents’ input. 

According to Verizon spokesperson Carol 
Baribeau, the company has already laid down 
cable above its existing telephone cables so the 
town is wired to receive Verizon cable ser- 


vices. Including Andover, Verizon is working 
on providing services to 40 cities and towns 
across Massachusetts. 

“We are looking forward and anxious to 
offer residents of Andover another choice,” 
said Baribeau. 

Among the services Verizon offers are res- 
idential and business telephone service, wire- 
less phone and Internet access. It also offers a 
voice-over Internet provider service, which 
allows users to use a computer as a telephone. 
Residents who use multiple Verizon products 
may be eligible for “bundling” price discounts. 
Verizon has not yet set Andover pricing, but 
Baribeau says it will be competitive with 
Comcast pricing. 

“Verizon is trying to catch up to where we 
are today,” said Marc Goodman, a spokesper- 
son for Comcast cable. “That will not be an 
easy feat, given that already today we have a 
fully upgraded network, offer customers the 


most voice control and variety in television, 
lightning fast Internet speed and a voice pro- 
gram customers are embracing just as quickly 
as we can roll it out.” 

Maryellen McDermitt of Balmoral Street 
said residents in her neighborhood were expe- 
riencing problems with cable service recently, 
including picture distortion and faulty sound. 
But the problems seem.to be fixed after exten- 
sive work by Comcast in the area. 

Comcast currently provides broadband 
Internet to Andover schools and Memorial 
Hall Library at no cost. According to Major, 
Comcast also paid for the Channel 22 Cable 
TV infrastructure in the schools and Town 
Offices. 

“Local franchise agreements are critical to 
ensuring a balanced, competitive environment 
that protects the interests of consumers, local 
communities and cable providers,” said Good- 
man.

What is plague? 


$8,000 town pamphlet answers such questions 


By Greta Cuyler 

Andover has spent $8,000 to 
produce a glossy informational 
packet meant to help residents deal 
with a terrorist attack or other 
emergency. 

Curious about the symptoms 
caused by plague? Wondering how 
experts will treat someone who's 
been exposed to a dirty bomb? 

The packet provides this infor- 
mation. 

It instructs people on how to 
plan for an emergency and cope 
with disaster, and provides infor- 
mation about radiological, biologi- 
cal and chemical agents, from 
anthrax to tularemia. Packets will 
be mailed to all residents beginning 
in October. 

Funding for the project comes 
from Andover’s approximately 
$35,000 share of a $150,000 seven- 


community grant from Homeland 
Security and the Center for Disease 
Control, distributed through the 
Mass. Department of Public 
Health. Town officials shared infor- 
mation with officials in Westford, 
Mass, who were also producing an 
information packet for residents. 

Everett Penney, the town’s 
health director, said Andover is 
also in the process of identifying 
potential emergency vaccination 
dispensing sites, as well as health- 
care volunteers who could assist if 
Andover has a bioterrorism or pub- 
lic-health incident. The town is also 
identifying persons especially vul- 
nerable to such events. 

Andover has completed,an 
emergency preparedness plan, said 
Penney. “New Orleans makes you 
realize how far away you are from 
where you want to be,” he said.

Only feet away 
from busy Route 28, the landscape 
is dotted with barns, rolling hills 
and forested wetlands as far as the 
eye can see. Last year, gas compa- 
ny officials were called to the prop- 
erty when a plumber discovered a 
potentially explosive gas leak in an 
outbuilding just seven feet from a 
lit firewood stove. It was coming 
from an above-ground gas pipe not 
on file in any official gas company 
records. 

“You go in there (the estate) and 
you're back in the 1800s,” said 
Robert Douglas, conservation 
director for the town. “Because 
(the estate) has been untouched by 
time, there’s an exposed gas pipe 
that runs right through the wetland, 
carrying explosive gases.” 


On Tuesday night, the Conser- 
vation Commission granted emer- 
gency permission for the gas line 
replacement and plans to approve 
an official filing after the fact. Bay 
State Gas officials plan to replace 
the partially above-ground, approx- 
imately two inches in diameter, 
turn-of-the-century gas pipe with 
an underground pipe that will run 
underneath the property driveway 
and outside the wetland boundary. 
Depending on the availability of 
the subcontractors who operate the 
drilling rigs, gas company officials 
estimate they could replace the 
pipe as early as next week or the 
week after. 

Although the gas company 
made emergency repairs to the 
leaking pipe upon discovery last 
year, the project to replace the 
above-ground pipe with an under- 
ground one was delayed due to 
unforeseen circumstances. 
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Trip back to town does not disappoint 


I was in 
Andover last week. 
] enjoy visiting the 
town: it’s not just 
that two of my chil- 
dren and_ two 
grandchildren live 
there but also 
because it’s the 
town I grew up in. 
It’s very different 
town now - very 
different but very 
good. 

The town I grew up in had fewer than 
10,000 folks, and when I walked down- 
town I knew many of the people I saw. 
There usually wasn’t much traffic. How- 
ever, Route 28 (Main Street) was the pri- 
mary north - south route between Cape 
Cod and Southern New Hampshire, so 
sometimes the road was busy. When it 
was busy, a police officer stood on the 
police stand in Elm Square and directed 
traffic. The police stand was a metal, cir- 
cular structure just big enough to hold 
one person. It was slightly elevated, and it 
allowed a driver to see the officer while 
providing the officer with some minor 
level of protection from vehicles. The 
police stand was a fixture for many years. 

Several of the buildings downtown 
were different. For example, the Memor- 
ial Hall Library was without its addition 
and at the intersection Of High and Elm 
Streets, where there is now an office 
building, was a large wood frame struc- 
ture called the Square and Compass Club. 
It was a nice looking structure that was 
once a house, and it sat back off the roads 
and had a front lawn. 

The downtown now is much more 
vibrant than it was then and, at times, it is 
pretty darn busy. For the most part, the 
center looks a lot better Row; most of the 
buildings are well maintained and more 
spiffy. Downtown seems to be doing 
well, and it’s fun just to Walk around. Just 
two decades ago, | remember a selectman 
complaining about how dowdy the down- 
town was. 

It’s been about 13 years since I moved 
out of Andover and eight since I moved 
from New England. However, I never felt 
that I fully moved away because of fre- 


quent visits and telephone conversations 
with family members. Reading the 
Townsman has helped, too. 

When visiting the town, I often run 
into someone I knew well. This past week 
I ran into Scott Seero. I introduced him to 
my wife, and I said that Scott had been 
the best high school quarterback I ever 
saw. Scott led Andover to its first Super 
Bowl (1973, I think) and his team started 
the school’s longest winning streak. Back 
then, I went to every high school football 
game, and I can remember his pass game 
like it was yesterday. He would usually 
drop the football on the hands of his 
receivers, whether the passes were long 
or short. As hard as Scott would throw 
the ball, the pass seemed soft and easy to 
catch. 

I might have played a very small role 
in his football career when I spoke to him 
about whether he’d be interested in going 
to the University of New Hampshire. I 
called my old baseball coach who was 
then the athletic director at UNH and told 
him what a fine athlete Scott was. Scott 
received a football scholarship from the 
school and went on to be an outstanding 
punter, setting school records. If I did 
play a small role in his athletic career, he 
more than reciprocated when he was a 
high school hockey coach for my son 
Jack. Scott wasn’t a teacher but wanted to 
coach anyway, and he was very good at it. 
Before Scott worked with him, my son 
was a tough, hard hockey player who 
spent too much time in the penalty box. 
Scott spent a lot of time with Jack and 
showed him how to play hard and tough 
without being penalized. To this day, Jack 
talks about the lessons Scott taught him. 

Several minutes after seeing Scott, my 
wife and I walked over to the Park to visit
